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REACHING A BASIS 
FOR CHURCH UNION 


Conference 0.1 Problems of Union 


Making Slow Progress Upon 
Questions Before Them. 


—_— 


Toronto, Dec. 12.—The conference 
on Church Union, which has been 
sitting since Wednesday, is making 
slow progress in dealing with the 
problems placed before them. So far 
the questions of the law and the min- 
istry have been settled and that of 
doctrine is at present under discus- 
sion. This is expected to be the sub- 
ject where the greatest difficulty will 
arise in arriving at a working kasis 
for union, and it is known that the 
sud-committees of various churches 
interested have had more than one 
animated meeting, On the subjects 
of the law and the ministry the con- 
ference made a nymber of changes in 
committee on the recommendations, 
and then the reports were adopted. 
They will be printed and sent to the 
churches for consideration. 

The Anglican Communication. 

The committee’s reply to the com- 
munication from the Anglican church 
in Canada, setting forth the condi- 
tions on which that body would con- 
sent to consider union, was agreed on 
this afternoon after a long discus- 
sion. The joint committee spent over 
an hour of arduous argument in word- 
ing a reply. 

he obstacle in the way of union 
between the Anglican and the tnree 
other churches was, as the commu- 
nication from that body set forth, the 
question «sf the “Historic Episco- 
ate,” The joint committee replies 
0 this as follows: 

“This committee regrets that it is 
unable to accede to this condition, 
but if the Church of England shows 
that it is willing to interpret ‘His 
torie Episcopate” in a liberal spirit 
and to meet the joint committee on 
a free-and-easy basis to explain its 
interpretation, the conference on 
church union will be glad to mect 
with the proper representatives.’’ 

Report on Administration. 

The discussion of the report of the 

sub-committee on administration was 


finally brought in and adopted. This 
report recommended, (1) That the 
present capital investments cf the 


various benevolent funds of the anit- 
ed churches, and the income now con- 
tributed to those funds by the pub- 
lishing interests ‘be combined into a 
“common trust” if practicable, The 
rights of the present claimants and 
the prospective claimants (the latter 
being computed as of the date of 
union) shall be the first charge on 
the revenue from this trust, If it 
be found that the differences in con- 
stitution and administration of the 
several funds are such as to neces- 
Sitate separate trusts, instead of a 
common trust, this shall not be a bar 
to the carrying out of the general 
plan, because in that case their reve- 
nues shall be combined. 

(2) That a new scheme of uniting 
churches be constituted, providing fer 
(a) assessing of each minister who is 
a member of any of the existing 
funds at the date of union, and of all 
ministers received inw or ordained 
in the united church after union, on 
basis of stipend or on a basis of age, 
or having regard to both stipend and 
age, as a supreme court may deter- 
mine, and (b) collecting of contribu- 
tions, which shall be obligatory upon 
all congregations, based upon an 
equitable allocation or assessment 
under rules to be formulated by the 
supreme court of the united chureh. 
The minimum of all such allocation 
or assessment shall be the amounts 
requisite, together with the revenue 
from the trust and foregoing assess- 
ment upon ministers, to make good 
the claims of the claimants upon and 
contributors to the said fund.” 


C.P.R. OFFICIALS MEET 


In Winnipeg to Discuss Operations 
For Next Year. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 11.—Western offi 
cials of the C.P.R. are busy prepar- 
ing their estimate for operations next 
year preparatory to the annual con- 
ference at headquarters in Montreal, 
Considerable extension work is con- 
templated, and the oetterment of the 
roadbed on existing lines will also be 
included 

The total expenditure of the com- 
pany on its system in these depart- 
ments during the present year is said 
to have been in the neighborhood vf 
forty millions, but the estimates for 
1999 wiil be considerably under that 
amount, as there are no such great 
works as double-tracking contemplat- 
ed. Nearly all the principal officials 
of the company ere now en route to 
Winnipeg to confer with Mr. Whyte. 


Frighter Long Overdue. 

New York, Dee, 10.—The Fabre line 
Steamship Neustri, a freight carrier. 
running between Brooklyn and Mar- 
seilles, is now twenty-three days over- 
due ‘at the latter port, and her agents 
believe that disaster has overtaken 
the old. vessel. The Neustri sailed 
from this port October 27th, with 
Captein Thuman in charge and 38 
members of the crew. She had a large 
cargo of oils, machinery and general 
American mannfactured goods.

Judgment Relieves of Responsibility 
For Daraages to Non-Union Man. 


Vancouver, Dee. 12.—A signal vic- 
tory was won by the  stonecutters’ 
union of Victoria by the judgment of 
the full court today in the suit of 
Graham vs. Knoit, the latter being 
the secretary of tie union..

They can threaten to 
strike if he is employed and so fores 
him out of work as they did in this 
case and still not be liable.

LEMIEUX’S APPEAL FOR 
STATE OWNED CABLES 


uent Soeech Given by Canada’s 
ostmaster General at » Mecting 
in London in Support of Govern- 
ment Ownership of Imperial 
Cables—A Conference Called for. 


London, Dee. 11.--An_ influential 
meeting was held today at Mansion 
House under the presidency of Lord 
Mayor Truscott in support of the 
movement favoring state-owned cab)-s 
and cheaper rates. Among those pre- 
sent were the Duke of Argyle. Lord 
Strathcona, Lord Milner and Lord 
Jersey, Hon. Rudolphe Lemieux, 
postmaster general of Canada; Hon 
Sydney Fisher, Canadian minister of 
agriculture; Sir Frederick Borden, 
Canadian minister of militia; Hon. 
W. 8. Fielding, Canadian minister of 
finance; Sir E. Sassoon, the agenta- 
general of most of the colonies, a 
number of M.P.’s and many promin- 
ent city and business ‘men. 

Some objection to state-owned cables 
as expressed in the word ‘Socialism’ 
was voiced, but Sassoon emphasized 
the difference between Socialization 
and Imperialization. 

Hon. Mr. Lemieux, who was warmly 
received, claimed that the cause of 
cheaper communications between the 
mother country and colonies had 
never received such influcntial_ sup- 
port as now. He surveyed Canada’s 
record in this regard with an inciden- 
tal tribute to Sir Sanford Fleming, 
and then asked, should we lay our 
ardor aside, continuing amid cheers, 
“Tis utterly in vain to boast of a 
united empire until its component 
parts become more fully acquainted, 
Judging from what I read in the 
press of the United Kingdom, very 
little information is given regarding 
the dominions beyond the seas. The 
life opinion and aspirations of our 
fellow subjects of both hemispheres 
should cease to be what it practically 
is today, a closed book.” 

State-Owned Atlantic Cable. 

He was more particularly concern- 
ed with a stateowned enable service 
across the Atlantic, which would — be 
the logical sequence of the establish- 
ment of the Pacific cable. This one 
step would be of incalculable import- 
ance. It was ao feasible scheme, he 
suid, and one thet could be worked 
on a paying basis. The figures show- 
ed that the Pacific cable was not work- 
ed at an annual loss. There had been 
an excess of earnings over, expendi- 
ture ranging from $125,000 to $253,000 
a year, which was reguiarly employed 
in paying off the original capital ex- 
penditure.

Britain Should Lead. 

He welcomed the help given by 
the United States, but as this, great 
reform is to be achieved at no dis- 
tant future he claimed that Great 
Britain and her premier colony should 
lead, not follow. <A state-owned 
cable across the Atlantic would imme- 
diately lower the charges 50 per cent. 
and he believed there would eventu- 
ally be a uniform charge not exeeed- 
ing ten cents a word, it would im- 
mediately bring down tne cfarges for 
messages between England, New 
Zealand and Australia to half or 
less than the present rates. It wouid 
be a harbinger of the Pan-Britannic 
cable and a telegraph system en- 
circling the globe, “Can that be ace

Wiunepeg, Dec. —About_ $70,000,- 
000 have been epent on the Transcon- 
tinental railway that will soon form 
a new bond connecting the provinces 
of the Dominion from ocean to ocean. 

When the fiscal year closed the ex- 
penditure on the National Transcon- 
tinental or government section of the 
road had been $27,000,000. This total 
has since been increased to $40,000,000. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific has spent 
on the prairie section $25,000,000, This 
is now nearly all built and a start 
has been made with a few miltions on 
the two contracts in the mountain 
section, now in the process of build- 
ing. 

The estimated cost of the entire 
3,600 miles of main line from Prince 
Rupert to Moncton is $123,500,000, The 
contract between the government and 
the company etipulated that — 1,755 
miles from Prince Rupert to Winni- 
peg should be built by the G. T. P. 
and 2,855 drom Winnipeg to Moncton 
by the N. T. Co, 

These figures do not includé the 
Lake Superior branch, 187 miles in 
length, which was opened for traffic 
‘ast week, and towards the building 
of which the company get 8 essh eub- 
sidy of $2,000 per mile frém the On- 
tario government and six thousand 
acres of Jand per mile, 

Last Contract Let. 

Two other land marks, apart from 
the opening of this branch, have ‘been 
set up. One was the giving out of 
the last contract of 200 miles of the 
government part of the system and 
the other was the taking over by the 
government of the proprietary rights 
of the Quebec Bridge company over 
the structure preparatory to the re- 
building of the bridge which collapsed 
under such memorable and disastrous 
circumstances last year. 

It seems an opportune moment to 
elance briefly at what has been ae- 
complished on the two great divisions 
of the system. 

Construction to Date. 

fhe chief outstanding facts are that 
very nearly 3,000 out of the 3,600 miles 
of road already built er are under 
construction, and that of the prairie 
section 667 miles have been built by 
the Grend Trunk Pacific and are now 
being operated by that company. The 
total length of the section when com- 
nleted will ‘be 926, and the whole of 
it will be in operation next year. 

Of the mountain section which is 
to run from the Yellowhead Pass to 
Prince Rupert one section has beeu 
viven out, that of 100 miles at the 
Pactiic end and the other 126 miles 
connecting with the prairie section is 
to be let very shortly. -This leaves 
613 miles that are not yet under con- 
tract. The contractors who have the 
mountain seetion in hand, Foley, 
Welch and Stewart, are making good 
nrogress, but the work is admitted to 
be exceedingly difficult, owing to the 
rock cutting which is being effected 
with the most #tvanced types of plant 
and machinery. 

$20.00).000 Eauipment. 

The equipment of the line is an im- 
‘oetomt matter end this has all to be 
nrovided by the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, 

Its eereement with the government 
stipulated thet it should equip the 

tira line with modern and complete 
rolling stock and ‘the first equipment 
for the completed road has to Ge of 
the value of at least $20,000,000, For 
the purpose. of providing the capital 
for the construction of the rolling 
stock an act of parliament was pus- 
sed giving the company powers to 
issue debenture stock to the amount 
of $25.909,000 in addition to the cap- 
ital stock authorized in the charter. 

The management proceeded to place 
orders according’y. Of the 14.590 flat 
ears ordered 14,500 have already been 
delivered. Those not required for the 
traffic of the G. T. P. in the west 
have been put in temporary use on 
the Grand Trunk. Upwards of two 
thousand other cars—fiat, ballast, ca- 
booses, ete., have been received. Of 
two hundred and seventy-five passen- 
eey,cars upygrds of seventy-five have 
been received and of seventy-five lo- 
comotives fifty have been delivered. 

It will be seen that in this as in 
other respects, the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific is living well up to its agree- 
ments in the spirit as well as the 
letter, 

So far as its elevator equipment ia 
coneerned the Grand Trunk Pacific 
has built a two million bushels ele- 
vator at Tiffin, and a three and a 
quarter million bushel! elevator is in 
course ©! construction at Fort Wil- 
liam.

This was announced by Premier 
Asquith at a banquet given him at 
the National Liberal club last night 
by two hundred memmbe's of the party 
as a mark of their appreciation and 
confidence. The occasion had been 
anticipated with great interest as alf- 
fording Mr. Asquith an opportunity 
to explain his policy in the face of 
the rejection by the House oi Lords of 
Liberal bills. } 

In a speech, justifying the legisla-| 
tive work the Liberais already had 
accomplished, Mr. Asquith invited the | 
party to treat the veto of the House 
ot Lords as the dominating issue in 
politics, but he declined to dissolve | 
parliament, he added, at the dictation 
of the Upper Chamber, The govern- 
ment would therefore choose its own 
time for dissolution, 

With regard to the next session ci 
parliament Mr. Asquith said he was 
unable to specify the details of the 
program that would be put forward. 
The chief work would be concerned 
with the budget, and the weighty do- 
mestic issues therein involved and 
on {t the government would stand 
or fall, 

“It would raise again, in its most 
acute form,’’ the premier concluded, 
“the great controversy of ‘free trade 
versus protection.’”’

Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 11.—"I just 
killed them; that’s all,’’ was the only 
comment Wm, Latura, local desper- 
ado, would make about the tragedy 
in the Beale street saloon at mid- 
night last night, in which three ne- 
groes were killed and four seriously 
wounded. Two of the wounded ne- 
groes are still alive, but cannot sur- 
Vive, 

George Harris, negro’ bartender of 
the saloon, says that Latura entered 
the place with “Punch” Wilson and 
went directly back to the 
hall, saying that he was going to 
wash his hands. Wilson remained *t 
the bar. When Latura stepped 
through the door of the billiard room, 
he colmly unbuttoned his overcoat, 
produced a revolver and began shoot- 
ing. When the police arrived, he 
and Wilson surrendered without re- 
sistance,

Britain's Attitude in Congo. 


Boston, Dee. 12—-The Congo Reform 
association made public today = the 
contents of a note of the British gov- 
ernment to Belgium which does net 
recognize the transfer of the Congo 
to Belgium and which states that 
the British government would require 
“a specific undertaking that the 
grievances of which it has so often 
complained sha!l be remedied within 
a reasonable period.” The British 
note is in reply to one received from 
the Belgian government on July 13, 
referring to the Congon annexation. 
“The manner in which the independ- 
ent étate has hitherto been governed 
has been notoriously different from 
that obtaining in neighboring terri- 
tories,” said the note, “and las for 
many years past caused great anxiety 
to His Majesty’s government as beur- 
ing on the state of affairs on the 
Anglo-Congolese frontier and as giv- 
ing too well grounded fears lest it in- 
juriously affect the kindred tribes liv- 
ing in British territory.” 


Appropriations at Washington. 


Washington, D.C., Dec. 12—Break- 
ing all records in the passing of the 
appropriation bills the House today 
jammed through the legislative, judie- 
ial and executive bills carrying in the 
aggregate $62,484,000. Five hours’ con- 
sideration was given the measure.
